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Natalia Petrenko, Director of the Kharkiv Korolenko State Scientific Library, Head of the 
Kharkiv Regional Department of All-Ukrainian Non-Government Organization Ukrainian 
Library Association, documents the damage caused to Kharkiv libraries and the efforts of 
librarians to rebuild these community spaces. All data were presented on the basis of the results 
of scientific research conducted within the framework of the multi-platform project “Libraries 
of the Kharkiv region under martial law”, which is implemented by specialists of the Kharkiv 
Korolenko State Scientific Library in partnership with the Kharkiv Regional Department of 
All-Ukrainian Non-Government Organization Ukrainian Library Association. 
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KHARKIV REGION. WAR. LIBRARIES 


The 21st century has brought a new bloody, absurd war, caused by aggressive 
hatred of the Ukrainian nation, Ukrainian identity, and Ukrainian culture. Ordinary 
“rashizm” is an ideology of genocide, a disregard for the values of a democratic society. 

Kharkiv and Kharkiv region were among the first to come under attack by the 
Russian occupiers. By now rocket terror continues, destroying infrastructure and 
architectural monuments, and causing devastating destruction and painful losses to 
cultural space. Tens of thousands of affected families, thousands of destroyed houses, 
including buildings of cultural institutions. A tragically long list of mutilated book 
collections — victims of an aggressive and unjust war... It is currently known about 35 
completely destroyed and 133 damaged public libraries in the cities and villages of the 
Kharkiv region. 

Part of the Kharkiv region was under occupation for almost six months. 
Picturesque cities, where life was raging, became wasteland cities, burning places, 
points of pain. Occupation troops were stationed in libraries. Library stock of 
Ukrainian-language literature was destroyed or taken away, equipment and furniture 
were looted. There were cases of mining of libraries. During the occupation, Ukrainian 
books were replaced by “penny dreadfuls”. Libraries in Barvinkove, Hlushkivka, 
Dergachy, Kupiansk, Lozova, Merefa, Staryi Saltov, and Shevchenkiv experienced 
first-hand what the “Russian world” is all about. The occupiers have identified culture, 
education and humanity as their enemies. In the town of Lozova, a Russian missile 
strike hit a recently reconstructed cultural center. Seven people were injured, including 
an 11-year-old child. The city library, which was located in the house of culture, burned 
to the ground. 

In Kharkiv, 25 library premises were damaged (windows and doors were 
smashed). Photos of the rubble of a multistoried building in Northern Saltovka 
destroyed by Russians on 5 March 2022 spread all over the world. It was here, on the 
ground floor, that a small public library was located, which was completely destroyed. 

Libraries of educational institutions are also being destroyed. Every destroyed 
school means a destroyed school library. Each hit to a higher education institution is a 
hit to the “heart” of knowledge — the university library. Among those affected are the 
Scientific Library of the Kharkiv Karazin National University, the Scientific Library 
of the Skovoroda National Pedagogical University, the Scientific Library of the 
Beketov National University of Urban Economy and many others. 806 educational 
institutions in the Kharkiv region were damaged. According to the annual report of the 
Kharkiv Human Rights Group, which documents the war crimes of the Russian army 
in Ukraine, the largest number of damaged educational facilities was documented in 
Kharkiv — 172 damaged or destroyed buildings. 

Unfortunately, the Kharkiv Korolenko State Scientific Library is among the 
damaged libraries. It is one of the oldest and largest scientific libraries in Ukraine and 
Europe. The library was founded in 1830. Throughout its existence, the library’s 


activities have been in line with the historical periods that our country has experienced: 
changes in political regimes, famine, repression and personnel purges, World War II, 
etc. And today we are fully experiencing the peculiarities of the modern period of our 
history that are the consequences of the full-scale invasion of the Russian Federation. 

In early March 2022, explosive waves caused significant damage to the entire 
library complex, which is one of the symbols of Kharkiv and helps to take shape its 
image of “Smart City”. The tower of the book depository offers a vast panorama of the 
first capital of Ukraine. The main building of the library is the historical and 
architectural value, having been built in 1901 by the prominent Ukrainian architect 
Alexey Beketov. 

Shrapnel from shells and rockets pierced the roof and almost destroyed the 
skylight above the atrium. Each library visitor, climbing the wide marble staircase to 
the large reading room, admired the stained-glass windows through which light 
penetrated. Now it is devoid of these stained-glass windows. All the premises of the 
library lost most of their windows. Numerous blast waves broke the internal doors, and 
the ceilings in the workrooms and the facades of the buildings began to crumble due to 
constant shelling. The library’s heating system was destroyed. 

The library’s collection includes more than 7.2 million items. The collection’s 
adornment is the collection of document monuments — more than 80 thousand 
publications. These include manuscript books and archival documents, old Ukrainian 
monuments; incunabula, paleotypes; collections of books from Ukrainian monasteries. 
There are collections of masterpieces of national and world book art of the 19th and 
20th centuries, miniature editions and giant books, cartographic, pictorial, musical 
editions, books with bookplates. The oldest collection is the collection of ceramic 
stamps — textual and figurative embossments on fragments of ancient Greek amphorae 
and tiles of the 4th-2nd centuries BC. The damage raises concerns about the fate of the 
library’s collections. 

During autumn and winter seasons, rains, snow and frosts added significant 
problems to the preservation of the collection. Precipitation got into the old book 
depository through a broken roof, soaking books and periodicals. It is not yet possible 
to carry out full restoration and repair of the buildings due to the ongoing war. 
However, we are trying to find charitable foundations that will finance the emergency 
work. We do everything in our power to preserve the books. Librarians take out water 
and ice during inspection visits. 

If we find wet or damp books, we immediately remove them from the 
depositories and dry them, which is very difficult to do in an unheated room. We take 
preventive measures against biological damage to documents caused by 
microorganisms, primarily mold-forming fungi. The books affected by mold-forming 
fungi were treated with appropriate composition. We have to deal with the 
consequences despite difficult unpredictable conditions and temperature fluctuations. 
Due to roof leaks, it becomes necessary to move the collections from their permanent 
storage to rooms where it is possible to install heaters and dehumidifiers in compliance 
with fire safety regulations. We have to invent effective control and preventive 


measures and try out different methods. 

But despite all the difficulties, libraries in the Kharkiv region continue to work 
and keep the information front. Now, where possible, cultural institutions are resuming 
their work. Librarians are dismantling the rubble after the shelling, cleaning glass... 
and continuing to serve readers. Across the country, we are collecting books for the 
damaged libraries of the de-occupied territories. 

All Ukrainian journalists, librarians, museum and archive workers, volunteers, 
and activists are carefully collecting evidence of crimes against cultural heritage 
committed by Russian troops on special digital platforms in real time. 

The heroism and resilience of the residents of frontline Kharkiv during the 
repulsion of Russian armed aggression against Ukraine was recognized with the 
honorary award “Hero City of Ukraine” by a decree of the President of Ukraine. 
Cultural projects and events to raise morale and strengthen the moral and psychological 
state of Kharkiv residents, implemented by public librarians at the initiative of the city 
authorities, made a significant contribution to strengthening the city's defence. A 
powerful breakthrough on the cultural front of Kharkiv as the hero city was the project 
“The Future of Peaceful Ukraine!” which was implemented on the initiative of Mayor 
Igor Terekhov. 

Mobile library stations were set up at metro stations. After the attacks on the 
Ukrainian power system, libraries became points of invincibility. Humanitarian aid 
headquarters have been set up in libraries. Librarians are engaged in volunteer 
activities: unloading and distributing humanitarian aid. They help the Ukrainian Armed 
Forces by weaving camouflage nets, making trench candles, preparing delicacies, 
collecting necessary items for the soldiers, and organizing support events. 

The war is on and the damage to cultural property is impressive. Libraries, 
Houses of Culture, museums, schools are not military objectives that pose a threat; 
there is no military infrastructure around them, no military personnel. However, they 
are spiritual centers of Ukrainian culture, places of indomitable strength and courage 
of Ukrainians.
